The history of tho American flag be- 


gan with the landing of the Mayflower 
In 1C20. 
The first colonial Hag was 


known as, tho "King's Colors," combin- 
ing' the- red and white crosses of Eng- 
land and/Scotland upon an inner field 
of blue. During Ihe memorable strug- 
gle of the colonists lo establish them- 
selves, various attempts were made lo 
evolve a general'flag 
emblematic of 


their cause, but nothing ' definite re- 
sulted. 
The animating sentiment of 


the fathers pf the republic was that of 
freedom, and in support thereof the 
word "Liberty" was emblazoned upon 
many ,of {he flags employed in those 
early days. 


So great was the prejudice against 


England and the trappings of royalty 
that the use of the "King's Colors" be- 
came Intermittent, and was dually dis- 
continued. Similar 
prejudice 
devel- 


oped against the crimson banner sub- 
sequently adopted by the Mother coun- 
try, and known as the "Cromwell Hag." 
In the year 1707 the colonists selected 
a red Hag as their ensign, bearing in 
the upper corner the green symbol of, 
a pine tree on a white field. This ban- 
ner was in popular favor for many 
years, and is thought to have been Hit- 
one carried by the Americans in the 
buttle of Blinker Hill. 


In 1775 a Hag was designed for the 


Continental army and navy, showing' 
thirteen alternate stripes of red and 


re-arrangement of Ihe stars from tho 
circular lo the present group forma- 
tion. For a time the constellation was 
depicted as one large slur, thus sug- 
gesting the motto, "13 PlurlbUH Unum," 
—"One formed of many." 
The red, 


white and blue colors in the Hug were 
Inherited from England and Scotland, 
und the stripes from Holland. 
The 


combination of stripes, colors and stars 
was an American idea. Tho red In Ihe 
flag has been Interpreted to mean de- 
fiance lo all forms of tyranny and op- 
pression, the white 
Is 
Indicative of 


purity and charity, while the blue rep- 
resents justice and 
fidelity. 
In the 


American navy a special flag is dis- 
played during the 
Sunday

service—a square pennant of white, 
charged with a blue cross emblematic 
of faith, and this is the only Hag that 
Is permitted lo fly above the stars and 
stripes within the proper jurisdiction 
of the American government. 


In Us present form, thirteen colonial 


stripes and one star for each slate, 
the Hag represents the American na-. 
tion as It was at Its birth, as It is at 
the present time, and betokens whut 
It may be In the future when olher 
stars shall have joined the constella- 
tion. 


In the sense thai il has met unequal
